NOTES ON NEWS OF TH E DAY. 
S enator DoLrn was renominated for his 
present place by the Republican caucus of 
the Oregon Legislature yesterday, and will be 
re-elected. 


T he eclipse of the moon last night was a 
failure. It came off according to program 
but could not exhibit to the inhabitants of 
tiie earth. The clouds eclipsed the eclipse. 


G en. H arrison says he will not announce 
his Cabinet until the 4th of March. This is 
official. All previous aunouucements will lie 
without his authority and only guess-work. 
But everybody has a right to guess. Let the 
good work go on. 


T he Cabinet fixers are all in a flutter over 
the fact that Vice President Morton, who 
goes to Washington to-day, lias taken rooms 
at the hotel where Mr. Blaine boards. They 
need to be reminded once more that it is not 
in Washington but Indianapolis where tlic 
Cabinet is going to be put together. 


T he widow of Judge Nelson Poe, who 
died iu Baltimore on Tuesday, was a sister 
of the wife of Edgar Allen Poe, the poet, 
while the Judge was Pop’s cousin. The de­ 
ceased had recently passed her 80th birthday. 
She was eleven years the senior of the poet’s 
wife, who died in 1848. Her maiden name 
was Josephine Clcrnm; that of her sister was 
Virginia. 


R epr esentative Cow les of North Caio- 
lina, who introduced a bill to repeal the to­ 
bacco tax the other day and caused it to lie 
referred to the Appropriations Committee, 
says lie has the pledge of a majority of the 
committee that they will rejiorttlic bill to the 
House a week hence unless the Ways aud 
means Committee reports a similar measure 
withiu that time. There arc 40 Democrats 
in the House who will support the bill. 


I n making up its present debt statement, 
the Canadian government has put in the gov­ 
ernment propeity, parliament buildings, of­ 
ficial residence und grounds and railroad in­ 
vestments as assets, and deducted them from 
the liabilities. This makes the debt look 
smaller. It also suggests an expectation of 
annexation. Whcu the United States takes 
Canada in, it will put up these properties at 
auction and apply them on the debt. 


Miss Cornelia Carnociian R oosevelt, 
of New York, who is to marry Baron Clem­ 
ent Zedlitz of the German army for his title, 
has compelled the noble Dutchman to sign 
an ante nuptial contract whereby he surren­ 
ders all claim upon her fortune of a quarter 
million or more. But as she has an income 
of about $18,000 a year which she propose s 
to spend upou her new home in Germany, it 
is not wholly in vain that the Baron weds an 
American girl. 


J o h n B r i g g s , with his wife, two children 
and a dog, has just arrived at his old home in 
Wyoming county', this state, from Kansas, 
lie started on his journey in October, and 
made the whole distance of over 2,000 miles 
in a canvas covered wagon which was 
equipped with cook stove, beds and provis­ 
ions. He passed through Kansas, Missouri, 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and Pennsylvania, 
strikiug New York near Jamestown. The 
family reports good health all the way and u 
most enjoyable journey. 


O r ia n S hay was buried at East Liverpool, 
Ohio, yes ten lay. Two young women, An­ 
nie Shook and Ida Stevenson, attended the 
funeral aud took the post of chief mourners. 
While surveying the remains Miss Shook re­ 
marked that the deceased was engaged to 
her, whereupon Miss Stevenson 
reached 
across the coifin aud pulled her hair. The 
rivals had to be separated by force. Such 
incidents are not uncommon.

Za n z ib a r, Jan. 17.—Arabs have de­ 
stroyed the German missionary station at 
Tugu, 15 miles west of I)ar-Es Salem. A 
majority of the sluves captured by the Ger 
man man-of-war Leipzig were lodged at the 
station. One missionary succeeded in escap­ 
ing from tlie Arabs, but eight others were 
massacred. Three bodies, one of them that 
of a woman, were found mutilated in a bar­ 
barous manner.

THE NEGRO IN THE SENA TE. 


Sena tors Morgan of Alabam a and Blair of 
N ew H a m pshire bad a sharp colloquy yester­ 
da y w hich, though it bore the aspect of a 
personal quarrel, was significant of the future 
o f the negro. 
Morgan said in reply to some 
remarks by Gen. Hawley that the youn g ne­ 
groes were a nuisance in the South, and that 
if he could, by a decree or law of prov idence, 
expel from Alabama ev ery person of the race 
in it, and build a fence around the stute ¡.o 
hig h that not one could com e back, Alabama 
w ould soon blossom out as one of the richest 
and most fertile states of the U nion. 
M i. 
Blair asked him if he thought it w ould lie for 
the interest of the white people that the ne­ 
groes should emigrate from 
the South in 
a 
body. 
Gen. 
Morgan 
replied 
that 
he 
did 
not 
wish 
them 
to 
mov e 
in a l*xly or imm ediately, but that he had 
a lw a ys been in fav or of the proposition of 
Senator W indom of Minnesota, which looked 
to the scattering of the colored people into 
the Northern states. 
And then he sarcas­ 
tica lly remarked to Mr. Blair that he wished 
N ew Hampshire would take 100.000 of the 
negroes that Alabama was prepared to con­ 
tribute. 
Mr. 
Blair 
replied 
in 
language 
equa lly cutting that he w ould rather hav e for 
neighbors the black men than the w hite men 
o f Alabam a or ev eij the Senator him self. 
Then there were other hot words, the like » if 
which thirty years ago w ould ha v e prov oked 
a duel, and the two Senators agreed to part 
com pa ny. 
It is understood that they will no 
longer speak to each other as they pass by. 
But Morgan, as the Senatorial 
represent 
ativ e o f one o f the most prom ising states of 
the South, spoke a truth which is becom ing 
da ily more obv ious to the people o f all the 
states. 
It was presented in a still more ex­ 
pressiv e inarner by Senator Ingalts when he 
declared that the two races could nev er a s­ 
sim ilate. 
Alabama is m a king rapid strides 
in industrial 
progress, 
but race prejudice 
still excludes the negro from 
his rig htful 
share in her prosperity. 
The effect w ill be 
Ui make the whites richer and the blacks 
poorer and still more injuriously exposed to 
the dishonesty and injustice o f those who 
hate them. 
Morgan is in unseem ly haste to 
force a separation, 
but in a few 
years 
the separation will come, through the conv ic­ 
tion of the negroes them selv es that the doors 
o f opportunity are to be forev er shut against 
them by the old slav e masters and their de­ 
scendants. From South Carolina and Georgia 
com e occa siona l reports o f large colonies 
m ov ing westward, indica ting a spirit o f dis­ 
sa tisfa ction and restlessness that can nev er lie 
a lla yed until they hav e found hom es where 
all of their rights under the federal constitu­ 
tion are respected. 
These m ov em ents are 
g enera lly fa ilures l>ecause the people are too 
poor to sustain them selv es till they get a hold 
upon the soil, but ev entua lly the gov ernm ent 
that set them free will do them justice. 
T he only solution of the race problem is a 
separate sta te for the negroes, in w hich they 
can be their ow n masters, rulers and repre­ 
sentativ es. 
They will hav e to lie planted in 
such a sta te either by gov ernm ent aid or the 
v olunta ry contributions of phila nthropy. 
If 
ha lf the m oney expended 
upon a bolition 
projects and in a iding runaway sla v es before 
the war could now- be recov ered and dev ot» d 
to setting these “ w<i*-ds of the nation ” in a 
sta te by them selv es a nd in hom es o f their 
ow n, they would reach independence in a 
short tim e. 
Senator Morgan ts rigtu in pic 
luring the irreconcilable hatred of the South­ 
ern whites to the negroes. 
He is wrong 
in 
proposing 
to 
scatter 
the 
latter 
into 
the N orthern states, where the clim a te is 
uncong enia l and fewr em ploym ents are a f­ 
forded that are adapted to their present in­ 
tellig ence, training and tastes. 
T heir hom e 
is on Southern soil, and if g iv en a free tick, 
on that soil they would thriv e quite as w ell as 
the sam e number of whites sta rting with 
equa l opportunities. 
There is a m ple room 
for them in the Southwest territories, 
an 
unoccupied corner of Texa s, or a sta le across 
the Rio Grande which M exico w ould sell for 
a nom ina l price.

A LIE NAILED. 


THE NEGRO IN THE SENATE. 


Senators Morgan of Alabama and Blair of 
New Hampshire had a sharp colloquy yester­ 
day which, though it bore the aspect of a 
personal quarrel, was significant of the future 
of the negro. 
Morgan said in reply to some 
remarks by Gen. Hawley that the young ne­ 
groes were a nuisance in the South, and that 
if he could, by a decree or law of providence, 
expel from Alabama every person of the race 
in it, and build a fence around the state to 
high that not one could come back, Alabama 
would soon blossom out as one of the richest 
and most fertile states of the Union. 
Mi. 
Blair asked him if he thought it would lie for 
the interest of the white people that the ne­ 
groes should emigrate from the South in 
a 
Ixxly. 
Gen. 
Morgan 
replied 
that 
he 
did 
not 
wish 
them 
to 
move 
in a laxly or immediately, but that he had 
always been in favor of the proposition of 
Senator Windom of Minnesota, which looked 
to the scattering of the colored people into 
the Northern states. 
And then he sarcas­ 
tically remarked to Mr. Blair that he wished 
New Hampshire would take 100.000 of the 
negroes that Alabama was prepared to con­ 
tribute. 
Mr. Blair replied 
in language 
equally cutting that he would rather have for 
neighbors the black men than the white men 
of Alabama or eveq the Senator himself. 
Then there were other hot words, the like of 
which thirty years ago would have provoked 
a duel, and the two Senators agreed to part 
company. 
It is understood that they will no 
longer speak to each other as they pass by. 
But Morgan, as the Senatorial represent­ 
ative of one of the most promising states o f 
the South, spoke a truth which is becoming 
daily more obvious to the people of all the 
states. 
It was presented in a still more ex­ 
pressive inarner hv Senator Ingalis when lie 
declared that the two races could never as­ 
similate. 
Alabama is making rapid strides 
in industrial progress, but race prejudice 
still excludes the negro from his rightful 
share in her prosperity. 
The effect will la­ 
to make the whites rieher and the blacks 
poorer and still more injuriously exposed to 
the dishonesty and injustice of those who 
hate them. 
Morgan is in unseemly haste to 
force a separation, but in a few years 
the separation will come, through the convic­ 
tion of the neg ro es themselves that the doors 
of opportunity are to be forever shut against 
them by the old slave masters and their de­ 
scendants. From South Carolina and Georgia 
come occasional reports of large colonies 
moving westward, indicating a spirit of dis­ 
satisfaction and restlessness that can never lie 
allayed until they have found homes where 
all of their rights under the federal constitu­ 
tion are respected. 
These movements are 
generally failures because the people are too 
p »or to sustain themselves till they get a hold 
ujK»n the soil, but eventually the government 
that set them free will do them justice. 
The only solution of the race problem is a 
separate state for the negroes, in which they 
can be their own masters, rulers and repre­ 
sentatives. 
They will have to lie planted in 
such a state either by government aid or the 
voluntary contributions of philanthropy. 
If 
half the money expended upon abolition 
projects and in aiding runaway slaves before 
the war could now lie recovered and devoted 
to setting these " w<ir,]s 0f the nation ” in a 
state by themselves and in homes of their 
own, they would reach independence in a 
short time. 
Senator Morgan is right in pic 
luring the irreconcilable hatred of the South­ 
ern whites to the negroes. 
He is wrong 
in proposing to 
scatter 
the latter 
into 
the Northern states, where the climate is 
uncongenial and few employments are af­ 
forded that are adapted to their present in­ 
telligence, training and tastes. 
T heir home 
is on Southern soil, and if given a free tick, 
on that soil they would thrive quite as well as 
the same number of whites starting with 
equal opportunities. 
There is ample room 
for them in the Southwest territories, an 
unoccupied corner of Texas, or a state across 
the Kio Grande which Mexico would sell for 
a nomiual price.

The defeat af his parly has Dot daunted 
Pension Commissioner Uluck, who draws a 
pcusion of $100 a month for total disability, 
and a sulary of $5,000 for holding au office 
which under previous adm inistrations re­ 
quired a good deal of ability to fill. 
Presi­ 
dent Cleveland and this Black have put up a 
job against the United States to make the 
latter Judge Advocate General.a life position. 
Tuesday afternoon the President directed the 
Secretary of W ar to order Judge Advocate 
General Swaim, now under court-martial 
sentence of suspension, to appear before a 
Retiring Board, for examination in regard to 
liis existing disabilities, tbc object being to 
have him declared unfit for duty. 
The 
Board is composed of officers who have cm 
form er occasions been willing and supple 
serv an t of 
the President, and it is cx- 
pectedthat 
they 
will report 
in 
favor 
of Swaim’s 
retirement.

event 
Mr. Cleveland 
will

m itting the unexpired portion of Swaim’s 
sentence of suspension, some seven years, 
aud then direct that lie be placed oil the re­ 
tired list of the army on account of disabil­ 
ity. 
This would vacate the coveted place, 
and clear the way for an effort by Black to 
get into it. 
But there are two olistacles in the way. 
The first is likely to be the refusal of Swaim 
to appear iiefore the Retiring Board, on the 
ground that lie is not under obligation to 
obey the orders of the Secretary of W ar 
while under suspension and suffering punish­ 
ment. 
Swaim is in robust hcullh and capable 
of restating considerable pressure from the 
adm inistration during the six weeks that re­ 
main before Mr. Cleveland will be called 
upon to retire himself. 
The second would be 
the refusal of the Senate to confirm, provided 
the President succeeded in m aking a vacancy. 
Black has iucluded in his calculations the 
votes of the two Illinois Senators in his favor, 
b ut it is learned that neither Cullom nor 
Farwell wiil vote for him. us both consider 
him unfit for the office. 
Hence the scheme 
of the President to place Swaim on the re­ 
tired list will, if it succeeds, only make a va­ 
cancy for some other Republican to fill.

The s ta te m e n t pu blished in T he F r e e m an , 
of last ev ening, that children were allowed to 
attend one of the pu blic schools of this City 
from a hou se in whic h there are cases of diph­ 
theria. indu ced Health Inspector William 
W. TenBroeck to v isit this office this morn­ 
ing in qu est of information. 
Mr TenBroeck said that if people who 
knew or had heard of su ch cases wou ld no­ 
tify him, the matter wou ld be looked into. 
If diphtheria exists the hou ses will be qu ar­ 
antined and their sanitary condition ltoki-d 
after. 
In referring to a recent meeting of the 
Board of Health, which was attended by only 
two mem iters—Messrs. John R. Stetibins and 
C P. Ridenou r—Mr. TenBroeck explained 
why it was impossible for some of the mem 
hors to be present. 
James E. Ostrander was 
in New York City, where he was u ndergo­ 
ing a su rgical operation; Iioctors R. Lou gh 
ran and G. C. Smith were called away on 
professional du ties, do. 
The members of the lioard at present are 
doing all they can to prev ent the spreading 
of contagiou s diseases. 
In speaking of his own efforts, Mr Ten­ 
Broeck said on approaching a locality, one 
dav recently, where he had heard Ihere was 
diphtheria, he* saw children playing iu the 
street. 
In attempting to get some informa­ 
tion from them, one said : "Oh. we ain’t got 
the diphtheria; the family that liv es u p-stairs 
lias cot it.” This was ju st the information 
Mr. TenBroeck desired, and lie gav e orders 
that the children he had ju st spoken to shou ld 
be kept off the street. 
In the lower portion of this City there are 
many old rookeries, u sed as tenement hou se 
which receiv e little or no attention from land 
lords as regards their sanitary condition. 
I 
some of them there are cellars in which cab 
hu ge and v egetables are allowed to decay 
The ou tbu ildings are only h oked after whe 
the landlord is notified by the Health Inspet 
tor. 
On the walls, in some instances, there 
is paper that has been on for years. 
In the Sev enth Ward all the drainage of 
the v alley between Rav ine and II oir - street 
ru ns into a partially open sewer, which 
crosses u nder Hu nler-street near the come 
of Rav ine. 
This sewer, by some people, is 
said to be a cau se of disease. 
The objectiv e point of pu blishing th 
abov e is not to needlessly alarm people, as it 
is a well-known fact that the rate of mortal 
ity in Kingston City is lower than any city of 
its popu lation in the State, bu t to make the 
au thorities v igilant and to bring ou t informa 
tion. 
Some- years ago a fev er prev ailed here 
which 
created su ch excitement that at 
tention was giv en to sanitary matters, which 
has been bu t slightly relaxed since. 
The re 
su it has lieen that this City has become noted 
for its health fu lness. 
There is a tendency, howev er, on the part 
of certain physicians to withhold information 
in reference to diphtheria. 
They keep the 
matter of the prev alence of a contagiou s 
disease 
as 
secret 
as 
a 
priest 
wou ld the confession of sins. 
Why this 
so only they themselv es know. 
There hav e 
been occasions w hen one physician of large 
practice has said tLere was no diphtheria in 
the City, and another: ‘‘I hav e sev eral cases 
in my practice.” 
Diphtheria is more fo lrc dreaded than 
small pox. aru l people mu st be compelled to 
take precau tions to prev ent the spread of tnc 
disease.

CHLOROFORM, 
or morphine is comparativ ely peacefu l, bu t 
fipiu m, while a strong narcotic, cau ses an ag­ 
onizing death. 
I had a Chinaman in my 
ward once who had taken an ov erdose of 
opiu m, and his death was something fearfu l. 
In the majority of these cases a state of deep 
coma sets in. and the principal treatment re­ 
sorted to is in keeping u p. if possible, an ac­ 
tiv e circu lation. 
To accomplish this the pa­ 
tient i* kept u pon his feet and constantly 
in motion. 
Then the bodv is flagellated or 
lashed with towels. 
If the patient cannot 
be brou ght from this state of coma lie nev er 
recov ers v itality again, 
bu t dies u ncon­ 
sciou s. 
If, like the Chinaman I speak of, he 
becomes partially arou sed, and tlieopiu mstill 
keeps u p its influ ence, then the fearfu l tor­ 
tu res to he dreaded ensu e. This man writhed 
and rolled arou nd on ltis cot for hou rs, u ntil 
at last he tu rned ov er on his cot and breathed 
powerfu lly, his eyes bu lged from tbeir sock­ 
ets, his ti-ts remained tightly clenched, and 
then, a cu riou s smile creeping ov er his cou n­ 
tenance. lie went off as thou gh his life had 
been fairly squ eezed ou t. 
His agonies were 
something fearfu l for opiu m fiends to gaze 
on.”

The statement published in T h e F r e e m a n . 
of last evening, that children were allowed to 
attend one of the public schools of this City 
from a house in which there are cases of diph­ 
theria. induced Health Inspector William 
W. TeuBroeck to visit this office this morn- 
g in quest of information. 
My. TenBroeck said that if people who 
knew or had heard of such cases would no­ 
tify him, the m atter would be looked into. 
If diphtheria exists tbe houses will be quar­ 
antined and their sanitary condition looked 
after. 
In referring to a recent meeting of the 
Board of Health, which was attended by only 
two memiier»—Messrs. John R. SteObins and 
C. P. Ridenour—Mr. TenBroeck explained 
why it was impossible for some of the mem 
bjrs to be present. 
James E. Ostrander was 
n New York City, where he was undergo­ 
ing a surgical operation; Doctors R. Lougb 
ran and G. O. Smith were called away on 
professional duties, etc. 
The members of the Board at present are 
doing all they can to prevent the spreading 
of contagious diseases. 
In speaking of his own efforts. Mr. Ten­ 
Broeck snid on approaching a locality, one 
day recently, where he had heard ihere was 
diphtheria, he saw children plaviug iu the 
street. 
Iu attem pting to get some informa­ 
tion from them, one said : “ Oh. we ain’t got 
he diphtheria, the family that lives up-stairs 
has got it.” This was just tlie information 
Mr. TenBroeck desired, and lie gave orders 
that the children he hud just spokeu to should 
be kept off the street. 
In the lower portion of this City there arc 
many old rookeries, used as tenement houses, 
which receive little or no attention from land 
lords as regards their sanitary eonditiou. 
In 
some of them there are cellars in which cab­ 
bage and vegetables are allowed to decay. 
The outbuildings are only lcoked after when 
the landlord is notified by the Health Inspec­ 
tor. 
On the walls, in some instances, there 
is paper that has been on for years. 
Iu the Seventh Ward all the drainage of 
the valley between Ravine aud Ilone streets 
runs into a partially open sewer, which 
crosses under Hunler-slreet near the corner 
of Ravine. 
This sewer, by some people, is 
said to be a cause of disease. 
The objective point of 
publishing the 
almve is not to needlessly alarm people, as it 
is a well-known fact that the rate of mortal 
ity in Kingston City is lower than any city of 
its population in the State, but to make the 
authorities vigilant and to bring out informa 
tion.

Ridge, which is still standing unaltered, 
he proceeded on

way to Kingston. 
At Hurley lie was greeted by an enthusiastic 
crowd. 
An Address of Welcome was deliv­ 
ered by Matthew Ten Eyck, which was replied 
to by Genera'. Washington. When he arrived 
at Kingston he was met by tlie Trustees. 
The speaker, Henry J. Sleght, delivered a 
short address. 
General Washington 
an­ 
swered ns follows: ‘Your polite and friendly 
reception of me proves your sincerity. W hile 
I view with indignation the marks of a wan­ 
ton and cruel enemy, perceive with the high­ 
est satisfaction that the heavy calamity which 
Ix'fe! this flourishing settlement seems but to 
have added to the patriotic spirit of its inhab 
iiants; and that a new town is fast rising out 
of the ashes of the old,’ elc. 
The Consistory 
of the Church also delivered an address to 
w hH i General W ashington replied. 
The 
distinguished guest ‘ put up’ at tlie public 
house of Everet Bos^arnus. but, accompanied 
by his staff, he dined with Judge Dirick 
W ynkoop, in Green street. 
In the evening 
there was a gathering of ladies in the Bo- 
gurdus ball room*, which was honored fur a 
short time by the attendance of the General, 
when the ladies were severally introduced to 
him. 
The next morning at au early hour lie 
left the village and continued his journey.”

In the majority of these cases a state of deep 
coma sets in. and tiie principal treatm ent re 
sorted to is in keeping up, if possible, an ac 
tive circulation.

B lair asked him if he thought it w ould lie for 
the interest of the w hite people that the ne­ 
groes should em igrate from

alwuys been in favor of the proposition < 
S enator W indom of .Minnesota, w hich looked 
to the scattering of the colored people into 
the N orthern states.

N ew H am pshire w ould take IOO.(XX) of the 
negroes that A labam a was prepared to c o t 
tribute.

equally cu ttin g that he w ould rath er have f 
neigh lier* the black men than the w hite men 
of A labam a or even the S enator him self 
T hen there w ere other hot w ords, the liken 
which thirty years ago w ould have provoke 
a duel, and the tw o Senator* agreed to part 
com pany. 
It is understood th at they will no 
longer speak to each other as th ey pass by 
But M organ, as tin' Senatorial

alive of one o f the most prom ising states of 
the S a ith , *|x>kc a truth w hich is becom ing 
daily more obvious to tic- ix-ople of nil tin 
Mates.

m oving w estw ard, indicating a spirit of dis 
satisfaction and restlessness th at can never lit 
allayed until they have found hom es w hen 
all of their rig h ts under the ftslcral con slit u 
tion are respected.
